“2HE VAMPIRE NEMESIS." 


A SELECTION OF TORILLING TALES. 


Few novelists selecting the Far East as a. 
background for their themes have attained a 
larger amount of popularity than the talented 
author who adopts the mom de flume of 
“Dolly.” He has written of Hongkong in hia 
“ Hongkong Tales” and charmed the maritime, 
as well as the shore, world with his happy 
sketches of life in the Far East, and he has 
proved that he wields a facile ‘pen, equally ot 
home in matters grive of gay. Somie of his 
tales in “China Coasters” are: rippling with 
real unadulterated fun, while, here and there, 
comes a touch of pathos which sounds a. deeper 
note and touches a sharper chord in the reac- 
tt's mind, But his latest volume “ The Vampire 
Nemesis” he whips away from the bright and 
the sad to the phantasmal, the weird and eerie, 
to the very depths of horror. There are only 
four short stories in this volume of some 200 
pages, but cach story is the concentrated es: 
sencé of the grisly, reminding one instinctively 
of Edgar Allan Poe. The first tale gives its 
name to the volume and is sufficiently indica- 
tive of the other stories, but the most thrilling, 
in our opinion, is that edtitled “ Cerberus,” 
{tis the tale of a visitor to Hongkong Lunatic 
Asylum, who receives a packet (rom one of the 
inmates, The packet ‘contains the MS, of the. 
lunatics life-story. The keeper temarks—"Oh, 
he’s quite harmless, The poor fellow murder- 
ed his two children and slew a cat, the family 
pet, during a fit of insanity, ‘brought on by. 
excesses in some strange drug; but he's as 
docile asalamb now.” The lunatic’s story has 
a fascination and horror about it not surpassed 
in recent years by anything written, unless it 
he by Mr. W.W. Jacobs! “The Monkey's 
Paw.’ The story of *'The Vampire Nemesis” 
iy placed at Ningpo and the victim isa drunken 
maniac. How the tale is worked: out. we may 
nit divulge, in fairness to the author, but ifthere : 
be any who still require the “ gald cure” they 
should read this sketch. The longest story in 
the volume is entitled '* Death-Grips,” in which 
we have hypnotism issued by a villain’ for 


marvellously well worked out; the scenes 


ave vigorously and yet elaborately depicted, | 


and the reader lives through the: struggle, 
and his sympathies are with the poor weakling 
who 1s caught in -the toils. The scenes 
occur in Shanghai, and anvbody who has been 
there, or even in,the Far East, - will’ recognise 
them immediately. In the concluding sketch 
the author returns to the sea, to describe a hor- 
‘rible exptrience of a bursting meteorite and a3} 
death-siricken vessel, These are the four 
tales, and it will be secn at a glance that the 
‘subjects lend themselves to great: treatinent. 
Bat until one peruses the volume it is “impossi- 
ble to realise the inlensity ef passion and force, 
the diabolical powers of the aciors, and the 
grim terror contained in the tales. ft isawon- 
derlul bool, which grips the reader's altention 
(rom the first page to the list, never Alagsing, 
never halting for a moment. till the web of 
tragedy is spun. “Dolly” may be con- 
gratulated on having surpassed all previaus | 
efforts in his line as a novelist, and on having 
written a work which is bound to have a telling 
effect ‘on all who read it.
